THE CITY OF DESTINY. 

Receipts of Wheat— Northern Pacific Mutters— 
Possibility of Pullman Cur Shops 
—Tho Train Robbers. 

Tacoma, Nov. 21).— Tho wheat receipts 
horo average nearly fifty carloads per day. 
■Since the beginning of November thcro 
have been 1,530 carloads received. Tho in- 
dications are that this season will aggregate 
five million and a half bushels. 

The visit of the investigation committee 
of the Northern Pacific to this city is caus- 
ing much uneasiness among officials whoso 
quarters are here. Humors of tho misman- 
agement of several departments has put 
them on the uneasy scat. 

A well authenticated rumor to-day is that 
the C.B. & Q. railway hail closed the ileal 
for the purohase of $200,000 worth of land 
in the southern suburb of this city, and a 
more startling rumor is that the Pullman 
Car company had purchased §175,000 
worth of land between the city proper and 
the Northern Pacific shops tit Edison, This 
rumor was quietly circulated a few weeks 
ago, but was being suppressed by those who 
are supposed to bo on the inside. Tho 
employes of tho N.P.R. claim, however, 
that their superior officers hid quietly 
advised them to purchase all the real estate 
they could in the southern part of the city, 
and this is where the Junett tract lies. 
Should these purchases prove to bo facts, 
cal estate in this city will jump lilto it did 
in tho boom live years ago. Already there 
are many excited owners talking of tho 
deals, As a matter of fact, pro- 
perty Owners are jubilant fur the 
reason that should tho Pullmans build 
their Pacific Coast shops in this city, it 
would furnish work for hundreds of 
mechanics, and this is what is needed in all 
the northwestern citic3 to put them on u 
solid footing and stiffen prices, 

No clue has as yet been obtained of tho 
train wreckers who attempted to wreck tho 
N.P.R. R. Portland train last night. Tho 
overland from tho Fast brought one of Pin- 
kerton's men from the East, who has been 
closeted with N. P. officials to-day, and it 
looks as if the company intended to capture 
both the robbers and train wreckers.

The Gold Movement. 

London, Nov. 29.— Tho gold movement 
from New York has engaged the attention 
of tho haute finance of London, Paris and 
Vienna. The impending American consign- 
ments for London are attributed partly to 
the continuous large sales of American rail- 
ruud securities on English account, and 
partly to tho absorption of gold by the 
Austrian conversion of currency now in 
progress in that, country. Since November 
11 the Austro-Hungarian banks have pur- 
chased £4,000,000 worth of gold, chiefly in 
tho open market of London. 

Mitchell and ills Father-lu-lair. 

London, Nov. 29, — The licensing com- 
mittco of the London County Council ha3 
compelled Georgo Washington Moore, 
better known as Policy Moore, the well 
known minstrol, and manager. of tho Mooro 
k Burgess troupe, to dispense with the ser- 
vices of his son-in-law, Charley Mitchell, 
the pugilist, ns a prerequisite to the issue 
of a music and dancing license for Moore's 
Washington Music Hall, in Battersea, and 
of which Mitchell was manager up to u week 
ago. Moore protested that Mitchell had three 
children and that it was pretty hard to lie 
compelled to drive his son-in-law out of 
work, but tho committee, led by Hon. 
Hood Barr, was obdurate, and Moore was 
compelled to sign tho agreement that 
Mitokell would not bo scon about his place 
for tho next twelve months, before a voto 
on tho renewal of tho license was taken. 
Mitchell's appeal from tho sentence of im- 
prisonment passed on him for his brutal 
assault upon an aged, inoffensive pedestrian 
comes up next month at the Middlesex 
sessions, and both in pugilistic and lngal 
circles tho opinion is expressed that the 
conviction and sentence will be affirmed, 
anil that Mitchell will have to break 
stones or pick oakum for a couple of months, 

Frost in Europe. 

VIENNA, Nov. 29. — Tho weather in this 
city to-day is bitter cold, tho mercury hav- 
ing fallen to 18 degrees below the freezing 
point. The people in tho poorer quarters 
suffered intensely. Free soup kitchens were 
besieged by crowds of hungry women and 
children. 

Welsh Tin Wos-It*. 
«DON, Nov. 29.— The Daily Telegraph 
announces that tho Eynon Tin Plate works 
havo resumed after a suspension of three 
months. Thcro has been a general resump- 
tion in Swansea, Morriston and Llanelly 
districts, resulting from extensive American 
orderB. 

A Hair* Canadian In England. 
London, Not. '29. — Sir Charles Tupper 
has, it is reported, no intention of visiting 
Canada this year. Nothing is known olli- 
cially here respecting the report that Lord 
Stanley will retire beforo the expiration of 
his term of ollice, but it is regarded ns very 
probable. In any case, it is believed Lord 
Aberdeen, as stated a few months ago, will 
succeed him, 

The Vlneynrd Scourge. 

Madrid, Nov. 29. — Tho agricultural 
council is again discussing means of putting 
an end to the ravages of phylloxera in the 
Spanish vineyards. At a meeting yesterday 
suvcral speakers expressed regret that vine- 
growers neglected to appeal for funds to on- 
able them to adopt a By-stem best calculated 
to combat the pest. Vineyards covering 
380,000 acres are already destroyed, and 
63,000 more invaded by tho pest, The 
council suggests that the only remedy to ho 
found is in tho propagation of American 
vines. 

Papal Marriage Dispensation. 

Home, Nov. 29. — The special dispensa- 
tion of tho Pope for the nmrriago of tho 
Princess Marie of Edlnburg and Princo 
Ferdinand of Roumania, is said to have 
been granted and forwarded, the condition 
attached to it was : All male children by 
the marriage should be reared in the Roman 
Catholic faith. The Crown Prince, several 
journals state, has shown his gratitude to 
the Holy Father by sending two million 
live hundred thousand francs to tho Vatican, 

Unionist Member Unseated. 

London, Nov. 29. — Tho Unionists havo 
lost another soat through tho use of im- 
proper methods at the election. In the 
contest of M. Mclnnes, Liberal, against N. 
G. Clayton, the leader of the Conservative 
party in Northumberland, the court has 
decided that the charges of improper influ- 
ence and bribery were proven, and has un- 
sealed Mr. Clayton. The judges in the case 
exonerate Mr, Clayton from all complicity 
in tho illegal acta committed by his sup- 
porters in tho election. Ho may, therefore, 
revive the contest,. 

Contempt or the I'nnauin Commission. 

Pakis, Nov. 29. — M. DeLosseps, Baron 
Gotter, and M. Marius Fontaine, wdio were 
summoned to give testimony before the 
Parliamentary Panama Canal commission, 
havo refused to appear. 

Manchester Murderer Sentenced. 

London, Nov. 29.' — Joseph Mcllor was 
sentenced to death by the Manchester 
court to-day for having murdered his wife 
curly in September. Ho has written a let- 
tor to the effect that Lizzie Sunderland, a 
young unmarried woman, plotted tho mur- 
der with him in order that ho might be 
free to marry her. Miss Sunderland says, 
however, that alio did not even know that 
ho WjU married. She says that she taxed 
him with living with a woman, and ho ro- 
plied that he know he had been wild and 



had lived with a woman, but ho nover 
would do it Bgaio. They had mudo no pre- 
parations for marriage. "Although," says 
Miss Sunderland, "1 should havo' married 
him had everything gone all right. Ho told 
mo he was going to sell up, and I told him 
ho would have to do so if ho intended to 
havo mo. He never told mo that ho had 
lived with this woman, and I did not thiuk 
he did. Many people told mo that ho was 
a married man, hut as many told me differ- 
ently and that I should bo all right in going 
with him. Ho has novor.given mo money 
or anything." Despite this statemont the 
Sunderland girl is under surveillance and 
Mellor's statements will be investigated. 

Wew French Premier. 

PARIS, Nov. 29.— It is announced this 
evening that President Carnot lias request- 
ed M. Briason to form a cabinet and that 
M. Brisson has consented. M. lirisson will 
not take a portfolio as ho wishes to devote 
11 his time to tho Panama investigation. 

The Impetlal Institute. 

London, Nov. 29. — Tho Canadian mem- 
bers of tho council of the Imperial Institute, 
forming tho governing body on behalf of tho 
Dominion, met on Saturday to discuss pre- 
parations for tho Canadian section. It is 
hoped that tho other provinces now in 
arrears in arranging for exhibits, will make 
an effort to follow the example of Ontario. 
British Columbia will get a good show 
ready for the formal opening by tho Queen 
early next May. 

Panama Canal Advertising. 

Pakis, Nov. 20. — M. Louhet, as Premier, 
.is written to tho Panama canal investiga- 
tion committee if thcro is no legal means of 
securing the provisional release of Mr, Dru- 
motit, the imprisoned editor of tho La Libre 
'arolo, in order to hear his testimony. M. 
Prinet testified before the committee that it 
bad been found that the Canal Company's 
advertising expenses wore 88,000,000 francs, 
of which about 21,000,000 francs were dis- 
tributed among the newspapers. M. Lamar- 
nel testified that Charles do Lesseps told 
him that whenever fresh capital was issued 
large stuns had to be expended in conciliat- 
ing the press. 

Tho Snlvallon of Ireland, 

London, Nov. 29.— Archbishop Walsh, 
of Dublin, in the course of an interview, 
declared that the adoption of bi-melallisni 
is a matter of imperative necessity to save 
tho Irish tenants from inevitable ruin. It 
is disheartening, tho Archbishop added, to 
find no interest taken in tho'question by the 
leaders of the Irish parliamentary party. If 
things go on as they are, even tho excellent 
land purchase scheme may become, before 
many years, a aourco of widespread disas- 
ter to purchasers under it. According to 
the Archbishop's views, foreign competition 
is not at all tho sole cause of the ruinous 
fall in the prices of agricultural products. 
The main cause, he believes, is tho con- 
tinuous rise in tho value of gold. 

Cnnadlan Apples. 

Loudon, Nov. 29. — Liverpool advices say 

that Canadian apples are arriving in better 
condition, but the quality being inferior the 
prices are slightly lower. The be9t Bald- 
wins, however, fetch from fourteen to six- 
teen shillings. 

Privileged C'nllle. 

London, Nov. 29.— John Swan & Sons, 
Edinburgh, s ay that "00 Canadian cattle 
lauded at Glasgow last week were allowed 
to be taken anywhere, but it ia not known 
why this permission was given. The car- 
goes shortly due will he slaughtered. 



THE PAPAL JUBILEE. 

Trouble Over the Men Chosen lo bead the 
Spanish Pilgrims to the Ktormil City. 

Rome, Nov. 29.— Trouble is browing here 
iu consequence of the selection of men con- 
spicuous in tho Seville Catholic congress to 
lead tho Spanish pilgrims to Rome on the 
occasion of the Papal Jubilee. Those most 
conspicuous among the pilgrims tire men 
who af Seville denounced tho Italian 
Government and King Humbert must 
bitterly for witholding the temporal power 
from the Popo anil took stops towards or- 
ganizing sections in Spain to aid in the 
resurrection of that power. The violent 
language of these men has already been 
tho subject of remonstrance at Madrid mi 
the part of the Italian Government. The 
choice of them to lead the pilgrims is re- 
garded as a fresh defiance of tho Italian 
monarchy. The Liberals in Rome threaten 
to mako a counter demonstration in the 
street, and are likely to causo violent 
scenes. 



A SIX .MILLION STEAL. 

Baron Relnach Said In Rave Kepi This Out 
of tin' Panama Advertising, 

PARIS, Nov. 29.— In the Panama investi- 
gation, the principal testimony was to the 
absence of all transactions in cheques be- 
tween Baron Relnach and M, Arton. It 
was given by Banker Kohn Relnach. That 
gentleman made the impression that he was 
holding something back, and later sus- 
picions of tho commission to this 
effect were confirmed when the 
evidence of his partner was proffered. 
The latter contradicted in detail about 
every statement made by Kohn Reinaoh. 
He stated that forty thousand francs had 
been paid through tho hank to Arton on 
debit slips on account of Baron Reinach. 
M. Prinet, tho investigating magistrate, 
testified before the commission that of nine 
million franca givon to Baron Reinach for 
tho canal enterprise, tho Baron accounted 
for only three million.

CANADA'S FUTURE. 

A Largely Attended .Meeting at Montreal 
Discusses and Votes on tho 
Issues Involved, 

Montreal, Nov. 29.— (Special)— A meot- 
ing was held laat night to diacuss the Poli- 
tical Future of Canada, It is estimated 
that 10,01)0 people assembled at Sohmer 
park, hundreds being unable to obtain ad- 
mission. The speakers of the evening were: 
Messrs. A. McGoun of tho Imperial Feder- 
ation League, K. Lemieux, a partner of ex- 
Premier Mercicr. who was in favor of Inde- 
pendence, J. T. Cardinal for the Colonial 
system and Elgin Myers for Annexation. 
Mr. Cardinal advocated the maintenance of 
the Colonial system as tho best for tho in- 
terests of all the people, and for the French 
Canadians in particular. Mr, Lemieux 
spoke strongly for an I "dependent nation. 
Mr. McGoun said Canada would be tho 
most benefited by a. closo connection with 
tho Empiro, and denounced all who advo- 
cated annexation, as traitors worthy 
of being strung up to tho lamp 
posts.

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Tho Progressive Party Preparing for Active 
Work-Press Opinions and An- 
nouncemcnts.

Toito.NTO, Ont., Nov. 29.— The Progrcs- 
eivo party, which supported the candidature 
of Phillips Thompson for tho Provincial Par- 
liament havo organized with u view of run- 
ning candidates at the coming provincial 
election in Toronto. Tho platform includes 
these planks : Abolition of the contract sys- 
tem in public works and tho payment of 
union wages on all work under public con- 
trol, the abolition of grants for immigration, 
the public control of public franchises with 
a view to the ultimate naturalization of in- 
dustry, etc. 

Tho Mail's Montreal correspondent aays : 
Hon. Mr. Chupleau, 1 am informed toduy, 
is_ still hesitating whether to accept the 
Lieutenant Governorship of Quebec or not. 
His friends are strongly urging him to re- 
main in the cabinet, at least until the Mani- 
toba school question is settled. They point 
out that, with Sir John Thompson aa 
premier, he will have great influence in the 
cabinet, and that it would lie folly for him 
to relinquish active political life when the 
situation is so favorable. 

The World's Ottawa correspondent Fays: 
As soon aa the cabinet is united ami things 
are in good order, Sir John Thompson will 
go to both Montreal and Toronto and make 
a couple of speeches foreshadowing the 
policy of his Government. 

Tho Globe's Ottawa correspondent says: 
It is learned that Sir John Thompson will 
keep the portfolio of Justice in the now 
cabinet. 

At a mooting of Voung Conservatives, \Y. 
Boll, an Orangeman, gave notice to the 
effect that the accession of Sir John Thomp- 
son to the premiership would lead to the 
disintegration of the Conservative party. 

SPANISH CABINET TROUBLES. 

Charges of Corruption in Connection with 
Columbus Fete Preparations. 

MADRID, Nov. 29.— A cabinet council 
held to-duy brought to light irreconcilable 
divisions among the ministers. The subject 
of the contention is tho prosecution of the 
municipal authorities for corruption in the 
management of funds for the Columbus 
fetce. Tho misappropriation of the funds 
has been virtually proved. Tho governor 
of the ci Ly , who is most deeply involved, is 
known to have conducted every part of the 
arrangements which he touched solely to 
fill his o«'n pockets. Large sums which 
were to be expended on the fetes are Baid to 
have been squandered upon editors and cor- 
respondents in order that they might he 
induced to hold their peace as to his dis- 
honesty. There is a strong popular demand 
for tin investigation and prosecution, in 
which three ministers concur. The other 
ministers fear the consequences for the 
cabinet and tho popular tumult which the 
revelations would probably provoke, A 
crisia is regarded as imminent.

An Episode That May Cause Dllllenlty Between 
Germany and Russia. 

BERLIN, Nov. 29.— Another of those 
frontier rows which may lead to something 
Berioua is reported from Gummara, A Ger- 
man named Herman Steinker, carrying 
goods near the Russian frontier, was seized 
by Russian frontier guards under the mis- 
taken impression that ho was trespassing. 
Tho Russians commenced dragging Steinker 
towards the village of Bijka. His cries 
attracted tho Prussian gens d'armes to the 
placo and they demanded his release. His 
captors refused and the Prussians opened 
lire on them. Some allots were exchanged 
without doing any harm, and iu the con- 
fusion Steinker escaped.

The Vancouver Hydraulic Company hav- 
ing got their works in readiness at Van 
Wrinkle Bar, let the water on to their gravel, 
but owing to the sovero weather which be- 
gun last Friday, were compelled to stop 
operations. Tho company had about 7U0 
out of tho 1,200 to 1,500 miners' inches of 
water to which they havo the right, but 
the engineering and mechanical arrange- 
ments were found to be satisfactory. Shou'd 
it continue inclement, tho company will 
suspend operations until tho spring. Tho 
hydraulic appliances are sufficient to wash 
from 3,500 to 5,000 cubic yards of gravel in 
24 hours. The company have about S00 
acres of ground, tho gravel being on three 
benches, the depth varying between 120 and 
•100 feet. 

At tho recent general meeting of tho 
Kamloops Coal Co. Ltd., John S. Lawrence 
was elected managing director, and Mal- 
colm J. Mclver secretary and treasurer. It 
is said to be the intention of the company to 
work their mines during tho winter. Tho 
first shipment of coal by this company, 
which has reached Kamloops, arrived on 
Thursday, consigned to the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway. A epecial trial will bo made 
immediately on a locomotive, to prove its 
quality for steam purposes. 

Hon. James Baker, Provincial Secretary, 
writes to Mr. R. G. Sidley, Osooyos, B. p., 
that it is his intention next session to bring 
in an amendment to the Mineral Act, by 
which the laying out of tho boundaries of a 
claim will be more clearly defined, and also 
it will be necessary for a locateo to show 
ore in place, before he can record a claim. 
The suggestion is a good one that the 
miners should write out their views and 
forward them to the Minister of Mines, 
Victoria. They can reasonably expect that 
the weight of opinion, as communicated in 
this way, will determine tho amendments 
to the mining law to be proposed by tho 
Government. 

F. H. Latimer, P. L. S., has been survey- 
ing for tho Provincial Government in the 
Spallumcheen valley from July 5 to Novem- 
ber 19. George Borthwick, who formed 
one of the party, has returned to Kamloops. 
Ho reports that they started out from Ver- 
non on the Cherry Creek wagon road, fol- 
lowing it until it struck the Shuswap River. 
The party followed this river to its outlet 
at Mabel Lake, about 15 miles, surveying 
all tho available tracts of agricultural or 
meadow land, upon which sottlers had 
located or were desirous of locating, includ- 
ing considerable work in White Valley. 
About 12 bona lido settlers have taken up 
land during the summer, near the mouth of 
Shuswap River, at Mabel Lake. Several 
others are holding their land under the old 
Act by an agent, und have some of tho best 
tracts. Two settlers have gone on to the 
more elevated land between the lakes and 
made pre-emptions this summer. Tho 
benches and elevations between tho lakes 
were found to bo quite thickly timbered, 
but trees not of large growth, principally 
fir und tamarac, the latter, contrary to its 
usual habit, here nourishing on high lands. 
Some very large cedars were found growing 
in the valleys. 

A largo number of hydraulic claims wero 
taken up at Similkameou during the sum- 
mer, but the season was so far advanced 
that the parties decided to wait until next 
spring before proceeding with development 
work. Stock enter tho winter in tino con- 
dition. They are out on the higher range", 
and arc doing well. The weather is favor- 
able. As a mineral country this section is 
little inferior to the famous Kootenay, now 
so much spoken of as the bonanza camp of 
British Columbia. Considerable prospect- 
ing has been done this season. R. A, 
Brown, of Kettle river, located two claims 
between the head waters of Wolf creek and 
Similkameon river, last week. They are 
both peacock copper prospects, and aro 
named the "Sunset" and "Copper Queen." 

A fairly attended public meeting was 
hold at the ollice of Mr. Wm. II. Whlttaker 
last Monday evening to consider the ques- 
tion of incorporating the town of Kamloops. 
A committco was appointed to take tho 
subject in hand with a view to havinf let- 
ters-patent granted as soon as it can bo 
brought about. Mr. Whittaker was se- 
lected to make an examination of the rec- 
ords of tho Registry ollioo at Victoria, to 
ascertain who have their titles properly 
registered, and to visit the owners of Kam- 
loops real estate in the other cities of the 
coast, and secure their support to incorpor- 
ation.

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WALDECK'S WILY WAYS. 



JIow He Looked in Victoria and How 
at the Railway Junc- 
tion. 



His Wronged Employers Seek His 
Punishment, Not a Refund of 
the Money! 

Floritm Louia Waldeck was brought up 
on remand boforo Mr. Jiutico Croaso yes- 
terday, with the objeot of having extra- 
dition proceedings perfected in his caso. 
The prisoner is charged with embezzlement, 
and tho authorities in San Francisco aro 
anxioua to have htm tent there to ho dealt 
with. Tho iuterest manifested in the eiso 
was shown by the largo attendance in court. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills appeared for tho ox- 
traditing parties and Mr. Irving (Bodwell 
& Irving) for the prisoner. 

Mr. Mills, in opening the case, said that 
the telegraphic instructions expected by his 
friend, Mr. Irving, and in tho absence of 
which the enso was adjourned until to day, 
had not evidently arrived. Ho (Mr. Mills) 
now proposed to go on, and if tho evidence 
ho was in a position to adduce was con- 
sidered insufficient, ho would have to ask 
for a further adjournment to enable him to 
get witnesses from San 1'iaiicisco. 

Chief of Police Shoppard was put la the 
box and deposed: "On the Sth of Novem- 
ber I applied to His Lordship for a warrant 
for the arrest of Waldeck. Waldeck was 
in tho city that day, and was twice seen by 
me — onco in front of tho postoliico, and 
again opposito Frank Campbell's. It was 
between live and six o'clock in tho evening 
when I got the warrant for his arrest. Wal- 
deck was staying at the Wilson hotel, and u 
man was detailed to watch the pluco. At 
8 o'clock tho samo evening Waldeck had 
left, hut his trunks remained behind. A 
dozen different places were searched for 
him that night and the next day. Suspect- 
ing that tho man might have boarded tho 
Empress of China, that vessel was boarded 
on her arrival off this port, hut Waldeck 
was not on her." 

His Lordship: "Have you any reason ho 
bcliove that any one else knew of your in- 
tention to apply to me for a warrant." 

Chief Sheppnrd: "Yes, Your Lordship." 

Sergeant Walker deposed to the arrest of 
tho prisoner. To effect the arrest he went to 
Vancouver, and rottkeinquiriosas to the case. 
Ho subsequently found the prisoner in a 
railway car at tho Westminster junction, 
bound east, and Waldeck, having read tho 
warrant, confessed that lie was the man 
called for, but claimed that he could not 
bo hold on the warrant tia his name was not 
spelt right. The man was made a prisoner 
and brought hack to Victoria. 

"Had you any voluntary conversation — 
voluntary on his part?" asked Mr. Mills. 

"Yes," replied tho witness. "Ho said 
that he had used his host endeavors to got 
away, and that had he adopted hia own 
course he would havo succseded, but now 
that he was captured ho would give in. He 
said that if he had got to Montreal he 
would never have been caught." 

"How was he dressed at tho time J" 

"Ho had a long old pair of lumbermen's 
boots on, an old pair of dark pants 
with a big tear on one side, a 
brown waterproof coat, about 2h in. of tho 
sleeve of which was torn, and un old black 
hat. Ho had two or three weeks growth of 
hair on his face. Ho said be had never 
suffered so much misery in his life as (luring 
tho previous week. Hia nioustaeho had 
been taken off." 

His Lordship — " Any eyebrows?" 
(Laughter.) 

Witness — "Yes. When ho arrived at 
Vancouver he changed his clot lies. He had 
a change in his valise." 

"What did he look like?" asked Mr. 
Mills. . 

Witness— "He looked liko a navvy, and 
a very dirty one at that." 

His Lordship— '' Did he tell you whoso 
plans he did follow in trying to escape? " 

Witness — " Yes, your Lordship." 

Mr. Mills — " What was hia appearance 
when in Victoria?" 

Witness — " He was dressed like a gentle 
man and wore a high silk hat. He told me 
that he had lived a very fast life, and that if 
ever lie got out of this difficulty he would 
turn over a new leuf, and said that the 
newspapers had published wrong accounts 
concerning the woman who was with him, 
whom he claimed to be his wife." 

Cross-examined by Mr. Irving, witness 
said that ho had searched several trains. 
Ho had information which led him to be- 
lievo that he would find hi3 man some- place 
there. 

Detective Anthony, of tho San Francisco 
police service, examined by Mr. Mills, de- 
posed : "I have knowu of I he defendant 
tor two or three months. He was a book- 
keeper in the employ of Khun it Co., whole- 
sale cigar merchants, of San Francisco. Ho 
was there looked upon ns a respectable, 
young gentleman, and bad the reputation 
of living like a prince. On the first Thurs- 
day in November Mr. Khan rpoke to tho 
Chief of l'olico in San Francisco, and in 
consequence I was detailed to bunt up Wal- 
deck. Telegrams were sent after tho man, 
among them being one to Chief Shoppard, 
of this city. Certain proceeding.; were in- 
stituted in San Francisco iu this case, of 
which copies aro handed in now." 

Witness continued that he came to Brit- 
ish Columbia for tho put pose of extraditing 
the defendant Waldeck. He had a conver- 
sation with Waldeck almost every day in 
Victoria at the lock up. 

Mr. Mills : " Did he make any voluntary 
statements to you''" 

Witness : " He did. Ho spoke to me 
about his connection with Khan, and said 
that he had never embezzled anything, but 
if ho were guilty of anything it was of a 
breach of faith. At tho time we were speak- 
ing of the f r.ory ( f a check for Si 00." 

W. H. Tullock, proprietor of the Wilson 
hotel, deposed that Waldeck came to his 
house on November 3 and registered under 
the name of Wolffe. On the following day 
his luggage arrived. Wolffe paid in ad- 
vance, and on the afternoon of the 8th he 
changed to another room in tho house and 
disappeared. Witness did not Bee the man 
again until he saw him in tho lock-up. On 
tho afternoon of the 8th inst. two men came 
to tho house and asked for Behn, a friend of 
Wolfl'e's. These men were Mr. Miller and 
Mr. Bloomfiold. 

His Lordship: ".Are these men officers 
of the police now ?" 

Chief Shoppard replied in the negative. 
This concluded the evidence, and Mr, 
Mills proceeded to argue that the docu- 
mentary evidence handed in was admissible 
and ouiffit to bo read uud received, 
Mr. Irving argued contra. 
Tho documents were admitted and read. 
They were affidavits and complaints of 
Messrs. Khan & Co., San Francisco, charg- 
ing prisoner with embezzlement, and official 
V6I ideations of the satno. From these it 
appeared that Waldeck was a confidential 
clerk in the linn, and during the absence of 
Jauob Kb in tilled iu three blank checks for 



SoOO, SoOO, and §100 respectively, which ho 
cashed and then cleared out of tho country, 
A warrant for the arrest of Waldeck was 
also handed in, and an affirmation to the 
effect that these proceedings were not in- 
stitutfd for the purpose of recovering said 
amounts, but with tho object of punishing 
tho said Waldeck. 

Tho caso was adjourned until 2:30 on 
Friday next, tho prisoner to bo removed to 
tho Provincial jail instead of to tho police 
lock-up. 

His Lordship positively refused to enter- 
tain the tjuestion of bail. 



AX ACCESSORY. 



A Mexican's Sentence for Hiring a Man to 
Murder Another. 

Eagle Pass, Tex., Nov. 29.— A dispatch 
from Villa Musuquise, Coahuila, says that 
tho trial of Adolf Villareat, a wealthy 
stockman, accused of having David McKel- 
lar, tho Scotch ranch owner, shot in July 
last, has been concluded. Villareat hired a 
man from a distant town to assassinate Mc- 
Kollar. On tho night of tho murder the 
hired assassin went to Villareat's bouse and 
said, "It is done." Villareat gave him 
§3,000 and promised to give him tho balance 
on the next day. The next morning, how- 
ever, Villareat was in jail. The murderer 
then went to work in tho silver mines in 
the neighborhood. While drunk he told a 
woman of his expectations from Vallareat. 
Sho reported the matter to the authorities, 
and thus the facts of the killing came out. 
The judgment of the court condemns Vil- 
lareat to 20 years' imprisonment at hard 
labor and confiscates his property, and to 
pay f 1,000 to the family of tho victim anil 
5515,000 to pay the expeuses of tho court in 
his case. 



Souih American Concerns. 

Washington Citv, Nov. 28.— It appears 
from unofficial news received from Vene- 
zuela, that tho Mijarcs incident is at an 
end. The Venezuelan government has been 
silonced by the presentation of the* caso 
made by Minister Scruggs. 

Caracas, Nov. 27. — The minister at tho 
capitol to-day told a correspondent that 
General Crespo would maintain fully tho 
jurisdiction of Venezuela, and especially its 
right to arrest criminals on merchant ships 
in her waters. This right will be more par- 
ticularly insisted ujjon when the fugitives 
are citizens of Venezuela. 

The protocol between Chili and Peru has 
been withdrawn temporarily by tho high 
contracting powers. The disagreement is 
in reference to tho appointment of an arbi- 
trator for tho settlement of claims, but it is 
thought an agreement will soon be reached.

passed in the session of 18S7. This Act pro- 
vides that the Departments of Customs and 
Inland Revenue shall bo placed under the 
control and supervision of the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, or of the Minister of 
Finance. The other officers are not called 
in tho Act Under Secretaries, but "Con- 
troller of Customs" and " Controller of 
Inland Revenuo " and each of them is to bo 
the parliamentary head of his Department 
but acting under the general instructions of 
tho Minister of Trade and Commerce. The 
office of Solicitor General is ereatod by a 
separate Act. His full titlo is Solicitor 
General of Canada. Either of thcBO three 
officials can accept a Cabinet position with- 
out resigning his seat in Parliament, Tho 
Act luia been for nearly six years inoper- 
ative, aa^it can have no forco or cfTect until 
it is made ofl'ectivo by proclamation of tha 
Governor-General.

THE INTERCOLONIAL. 

A telegram from tho JiuBt tells us that tho 
proposition to hand over tho Intercolonial 
railway, which for tho last tweuty years has 
been run ut a loss, to tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, has created wide- 
spread alarm. Ono would suppose 
that tho people of tho Lower Provinces, as 
well aj the rest of tho Dominion, would bo 
glad to get any ono to tako a white elephant 
liko this off their hands. It is said that it 
cost §50,000,000 to build the Intercolonial. 
What if it did ? It has been a burden on tho 
people ever since it was constructed, and it 
matters littlo to them, it seems to us, what 
the first cost of the load they have had locarry 
Was. If they can get rid of it on anything 
liko decont terms they will be so much the 
richer. 

It is not to he supposed that the C. P. R. 
is going to run away with the road. If it

OO YERNMENTAL GU A NOES. 

No one supposes that the changes which 
ure to be made in the personnel of tho Gov- 
ernment will have any effect on its policy. 
The men who are to take office have, in all 
probability, the same principles and tavor 
the same policy as tho men who go out of 
office. It is expected that the changes to 
be made in the departments will have tho 
effect of improving them and making their 
administration more effective. Creatine/ a 
department of Trade and Commerce and 
making Customs and Internal Revenue sub- 
departments will not necessarily make any 
alteration in the tariff, but the change may 
make it easier for those who have business 
to do or a grievance to complain of to have 
tho ono more promptly attended to than 
hitherto and the other more thoroughly in- 
vestigated and more quickly remedied. Im- 
provements in these directions, it is said, 
are needed. Some people are so unreason- 
able ss to complain that tho permanent 
officials of the departments are not some- 
times as courteous and attoutivo as they 
n.i^ht be, that they are apt to regard tho 
whole world as created for their comfort 
and convenience and look upon tho men out- 
side the official circle as poor 
creatures who must to a certain extent 
be listened to and put up with, but 
who are reully not entitled to the 
respect of members of the civil service. Wo 
do not know from experience how far these 
complaints are well grounded, or to what 
extent this estimate is correct, but wo have 
heard people say very hard things about the 
way in which they were treated by Ottawa 
departmental officials. It is to be hoped 
that the changes that are about to bo made 
will have the result of placing the public 
and the permanent officials on bottor terms 
with each other. 

The creation of Under-Secretaryshipi is, 
we think, a step in the direction of good 
administration. Tho Under-Secretary will 
havo a seat in Parliament, but ho will not 
bo a member of the Cabinet. He, however, 
will go out of offiee with the ministry. Tho 
office is very far from being a einocuro. The 
person who holds it will have to make him- 
self conversant with the working of tho 
department in order that he may be in a 
position to give both the Government and 
Parliament any information either may 
require respecting its affairs. Tho Under- 
Secretaries will, we fear, find members of 
Parliament very exacting and not disposed 
to oveilook carelessness or waut of obtain- 
able knowledge on their part. Tho 
Solicitor-General, too, will take much of 
the labor of the Department of Justice off 
ihe shoulders of the head of that department. 
With un able man for Solicitor General 
Sir John Thompson might, perhaps, with- 
out doing injustice to himsolf, retain his 
position of Minister of Justice. To be both 
Minister of Justice and Promier, as things 
have been, would be too much for one man ; 
bat when the Department h reorganized, 
the work, perhaps, can be so divided that 
the Minister of Justice who ia also Premier 
will not be overtasked. Two of the Under 
Secretaries will be the substitute of what 
have hitherto been tho Minister of Customs 
and tho Minister of Inland Revenue, and 
the third will tako the title ef Solicitor 
General. 

The Act which creates these offices was 



at all "difficult" by a man of Mayor 
Beaven's age, experience and intelligence, 
He, of course, would bo above the clever 
device of endeavoring to convey an im- 
pression which ho knew to bo a wrong one 
while apparently declining to answer a very 
simple question. 

The matter under discussion was tho dis- 
posal of an indigent man who is so far gono 
iu consumption as to bo pronounced incur- 
able by the hospital physician. It must bo 
evident to every man gifted with the 
smallest share of common sense that a hos- 
pital is not the place for persona who nru 
alilicted with incurable disease. If incur 
allies were allowed to remain in tho hospital 
it would soon bo so full of them that thero 
would not be room in the wards for cura 
patients. To permit one patient known to 
bo incurable to remain in tho hospital would 
bo a precedent for allowing another to re- 
main in it for an indefinite period, and 
then another and still others. A 
hospital, tho May-- should have told 
t "seeking mi *m». ion, is 

an institution to which persona ill of curable 
diseases are taken for treatment. In many 
diseases, as long aa there is life thero is hope, 
but thero are others which tho skilled phy- 
sician soon discovers are absolutely incur- 
able. All that can bo done for such per- 
sons is to make them us comfortable as pos- 
sible while they live, and this can bo done 
in other places better than in a hospital. 

It is therefore really no hardship to re- 
move a person for whom the physicians and 
tho nurses can do nothing, from tho hospi- 
tal. Tho duty which tho directors of tho 
institution owo to tho sick and the suffer- 
ing of whoso recovory thoro is eomo hopo 
requires them to send incurables to their 
friends or to tho care of charitable persons 
whoso duty it is to make their pathway to 
the grave as smooth as possible. When, 
then, Mayor Beaven professed not to know 
what a hospital is for, and permitted tho 
hospital directors to lio under a reproach 
which is altogether undeserved, ho did what 
was unworthy of a man in his position. 



A PECULIAR STATEMENT. 

When Watson C. SquiroBaid, in tho United 
States Senate, that England is creating an- 
other Gibraltar at Esquimalt, we must pre- 
sume that ho thought ha was stating what 
was undeniably true. Tho august body fo 
whose Information ho was speaking, would 
have atartod with surprise and indig- 
nation if they had been told that Mr. 
Squire was practicing on their ignorance, 
and that what ho said about fortifying 
Esquimalt is conspicuously and even ridicul- 
ously false. A place moro unlike Gibraltar 
than Esquimalt, one of the most important 
of Great Britain's naval stations, can hardly 
be imagined. It is Great Britain's only 
coaling station on tho eastern side of the 
Pacific, and but for the ships of war that at 
times lio at anchor there, it is almost wholly 
defenceless. As Mr. Squire (joints out, its 
position is commanding, as it is situated at 
the maiu entrance to Puget Sound, yet the 
Imperial Government seems to bo wholly 
blind to its great strategic importance. 
What tho English Commission, which Mr. 
Squire quotes, said about tho importance 
of laud defences should not ho lost upon 
tho British Government. Tho Commis- 
sioners said : 

Wo refer to tho sea defences of 
Cronstadt, whore tho allied (loots 
of England and Franco woro for 
two years deterred from making an 
attempt either to capture or bombard tho 
pluce or to destroy tho lloet of Russia, 
chiefly owing to ihe toresight that nation 
had shown in constructing, during a long 
peace, u formidable und extensive system of 
fortilicationa. 



run it and to keep it running. The people 
will, therefore, get all tho good out of tho 
road it ia capablo of conferring, and they 
will not huvo to pay its running expenses 
every year and ono hundred thousand dol- 
lars besides. If tho road is run intelligently 
and on sound commercial principles the 
country is suro to gok inoro good out of it 
than they havo ever eiueo it was built. 

We are not surprised that the small poli- 
ticians and tho ln/.y plaoo-huntors of tho 
provinces through which tho road runs do 
not liko the idea of its boing placed in the 
hands of a company which will run it on 
business principles, for it has been a kind 
of bonanza to them. ,Tho patronago of the 
road has been a handy thing to buy votes 
with, and according to Mr. Schrciber, tho 
general superintendent, influential politi- 
cians havo been able to get freight carried 
over tho road on pretty muoh their own 
torniB. A good place on tho road, whore 
thero was not a great dual to do and tho 
superintendence was not very exacting, was 
a soft thing for the young Nova Scotian or 
Now Brunswioker who had influential 
frionds and was not too fond of work. 
These peoplo, when they find that politics 
is to havo nothing to do with tho running of 
the road, may ha>o some reason to complain 
of its transference to the O.P.R., hut thoso 
who want a business road through their 
country will find the change, instead of bo- 
ing an injury to thorn, will ho a benefit. 

It is a hopeful sign that tho C. P. R. is 
willing to take tho road. Its president 
must seo that thero ia money in it or ho 
could not be paid to tako it off tho hands of 
the Government. Tho Intercolonial beiug 
made a paying road moans a development of 
tho resources of tho provinces through 
which it runs, of which there ia but littlo 
sign at present. Everyone in the Eastern 
provinces is complaining of stagnation. 
Tho country is not going ahead, they de- 
clare, and is not likely to go ahead. But 
in order to make the Intercolonial pay 
business must bo created for it, and in tho 
creation of that business good will bo done 
to tho people of all classes of tho popula- 
tion. Thero must bo a shaking of the dry 
bones in that eastern country, and a revival 
of busiues« thero will he of infinitely more 
valuo to the people than the political benefits 
which the peoplo aro now deriving from the 
Intercolonial.

His Lordship thereupon ad- 
journed tho case to tho next assizes, which 
will not be held until next spring ami in 
the meantime, unless a change of venue can 
bo had to bring the caso to trial at tho Na- 
naimo assizes, tho Crown witnesses may go 
anywhere they pleaso and next spring may 
not bo readily found to give evidence

From Vancouver ou the Tidy

Unique Decorations Illustrative of 
Oriental Rosouroo-Au Amateur 
Theatrical ferforruauce. 



(Spcclnl to tho Colonist.) 

Vancouver, Nov. 29.— A briof summary 
of the cla.born.to entertainment provided by 
Capt. Tashiro, of H.I.J.M.S. officera and 
cadeta for tho 300 invited gueata may bo of 
somo intcroBt to tbo pcoplo at tho capital. 
The littlo steamer Senator, black with 
eager, expectant gucBts, made tho early 
trip, reaching tho accommodation ladder of 
tho whito warship at about 7:30 p.m. Tho 
rails wero lined with naval Bchokrs, whoso 
regular features, clear, olivo skins, contrast- 
ingly white tooth and smart uniforms added 
an extra touch of lifo and beauty to the 
novel picture, ub Vancouver's fairest ladies 
in concert costume, accompanied by their 
swallow-toiled, shirt-fronted escorts, la- 
bored laughingly up tho ladder and were 
passed from one smiling, sparkling-eyed ca- 
det to another, until they rested for % mo- 
ment on tha landing, again deseonding to 
find themselves face to Face with tho genial 
commander himself. His friendly genuine 
grip of tho hand and a few very good Eng. 
fish words of welcome reassured ono that 
the 350 smartly dressed sea-lighters 
drawn up in order did not anticipate 
abducting tho whole lot of ub. Every 
separate party of guests was then very 
quietly taken in band by an embryo naval 
officer, whose compulsory three years' course 
in a Japanese college gives him an excel- 
lent workiug of the English language By 
him the mysteries of tho Kongo's impro- 
vised fairy land were disclosed. Amidships 
tbo decorations were profuse. A bright little 
concert hall had been arranged, tho walls 
and roof composed of Oriental llags, tho 
drop curtain of the theatre proper another 
gigantic Hag. We were taken to every de- 
partment of tho ship, on tho upper and 
lower decks, the walls and _ ceilings of the 
mess room and captain's cabin being literal- 
ly lined with artilieal (lowers wrought by 
tho cadets, and so true to nature that a 
close examination was necessary to dispel 
the illusion. , 

The master hand of real genius, how- 
ever, was disclosed in tho close analysis of 
an immense royal eagle and snake, which 
was on the left aide of the entrance to the 
improvised theatre. Its body was com- 
posed of scrubbing brushes, brush side out. 
Tho long neck feathers of oakum. The 
beak and claws of stiff hemp. The 
wings of a series of whisks matted to- 
gether, while ihu tail consisted of a broom, 
the handle being used to prop up tho bird. 
On tho right, facing tbo theatre, were two 
images, one a representation of Minamotone 
— tho famous Japanese warrior of ancient 
times, with his fierce moustaehoes and his 
Satanic scowl, bearing on his head the sym- 
bolic dragon, in highly polished brass. Tho 
sther image was that of his faithful attend- 
ant, Dinkio. In tho engine room was an- 
other celebrity, or rather his resemblance 
in wood, altered in the prevailing costume 
of five centuries ago. The name of the 
immortal Japanese was Koguna Takanosa, 
a famous loyalist, who carved the following 
words upon u tree in a public rendezvous, 
that all who ran might read. Tho words 
bear significance to tbo downfall of the 
then imperial family. "If all others in the 
Kingdom prove falso to tho Royal 
£ause, still I, Koguna Takanosa, will remain 
tri!?-" To* Story is illustrated to the life- 
tree oarC* a K implements, and all. Theso 
object lessons i*« «»Um»lly before tho 
crew and no doubt SC r a h 8 ood Purpose. 

After a cup of refreshing «°ffec T sonio 
tooksuki— we gathered 300 strong ,u Ul ° 
littlo theatre and studied a 1 ; greater leisure, 
the decorations, One which touched the 
feelings anil reminded us of the brotherhood 
of nun, was the staple English word, 
Welcome, in illuminated letters — 
symholifl as it "as of tho bond 
tf friendship between the two great nations. 
A monster peony in full bloom, the handi- 
work of one of the A.R.'s, consisted, of tree 
branches cunningly concealed by tissue 
paper wrapping and paper loaves, tho 
ground glass globes containing lighted 
caudles representing tho blossoms. The 
strangely familiar Mikado music, which 
bears a startling similarity to the "Ta rah 
rah ra, Ta rah rah raw," at the entrance of 
the Mikado in Gilbert and Sullivan's opera, 
with the great pale lights of the 10,000 
candles, the bright colored Hags here, there 
and everywhere. Our beautiful pale-faced 
young ladies In earnest tete-u-teto with the 
olive-skinned Oriental aristocrats. Tho 
opening address of Consul Kito, the low 
guttural tones of the performers as they pre- 
pared for their parts, tho brass cannon and 
torpedo guns peeping from the folds of tho 
Imperial dags, the little Union Jacks und 
Stars and Stripes every where in abundance, 
and our own uniformed band resting about 
their instruments, presented a tout '«m »iWc 
to describe w hich would be too much to 
expect from your correspondent. 

The performance opened by the Lem- 
basso, which always starts a Japanese per- 
formance. It appears to bo a sort of mystic 
dunco performed by Japanese in full 
national costume, in which all tho gestures, 
Balaams and attitudes familiar to us in 
Japanese prints are introduced. A series of 
weird songa and eccentric dances follow. 
A really interesting single act play follows, 
tho dialogue of which was translated to 
your correspondent by Mr. Nishiwakee, a 
wealthy Japanese gentleman of this city : 

A very poor family send their daughter 
to earn her living, being unable to support 
her. She prospers — it docs not say how — 
and sends for her poor old, lame, half blind 
father; ho conies to her. She loads him 
with money and sends him homo through 
tho forest. He meets u robber, who tells 
him to get ready for death. Tbo old man 
pleads in vain, tho robber rushes upon him, 
and seizing his shield tho old man tries to 
vr keep off tbo blows of tho thief's sword. 
The robber finally kills him, running his 
8 word through his neck and breast. The 
dumb ahow IS so realistic that many of the 
ladies turn away to gather in a moments 
respite courage to look again. T'hu robber 
now kicks tho old man into the 
bushes and counts out bis victim's money. 
As ho is intent on bis task a wild hog runs at 
him, there is the report of a hunter's gun, 
and the robber dies purging blood or an 
imitation of gore which makes one shudder. 
[The hunter appears on tho soone and turns 
out to bo tho old man's son. The son goes 
through the robber and finds property which 
ha knows belongs to his father. He is wail- 
ing piteously when the curtain is drawn. 

After the theatre a banquet was served in 
tho mess-room, consisting of all sorts of odd 
tasty Japancso . dishes, with abundance of 
clarot and Bttki. The repast finished, Capt. 
Mellon presented Cupt. Tashiro with a gold 
headed beaver cane. Capt. Tashiro spoke, 
Consul Kito spoke and American Con- 
sul Col, Pierco spoke. Tho guests snug 
that Tashiro was B jolly go?d fellow, and 



the Japancso returned tho compliment by 
singing a jerky melody, which sounded as 
much like tho following as anything: W;B. 
—we A. K. E. — are T. H. R— the 
P. E. O. P. L. E.— people. Then guests 
and ull sang together and good-byes were 
exchanged. 

Then in a lull tho Captain advanced aud 
said something in Japanese. Everyone 
knew it meant good-bye, and thoy ex- 
changed tho salute. Wo each took a 
souvenir in shape of small 11 >g or artificial 
flower, and started again for tho accommo- 
dation ladder, where a fresh lettered illu- 
mination awaited us, "Good-bye," tho 
saddest words of tonguo or pen, appearing 
in letters of fire on tho ship's side. Wo 
steamed away amid tho glare of port fires 
and swish - - - - plo-o-o of skyrockets and 
the puff, puff of Roman candles, giving 
three cheera for Captain Tashiro, bis com- 
mand, lino young students, and tho entire 
crow of the H. L J. M. S. Kongo, dub . 



SUPREME COURT ] 0i^B:0. 

Divisional Court, beforo tho Cliiof Justico and 

Crease aud Drake, J, I, 
KEBB & BEGQ V. COTTON AMD ANOTHER, 
VANCOUVER. 

Sir Matthew B. Begbie, C. J. — In this 
case the defendants are applying to have 
judgment entered up for them or for a now 
trial, the jury having found a verdict for 
tho plaintiffs for Sli.OOO for un alleged 
breach of a contract, whereby the defend- 
ants had agreed to deliver. 400 volumes, 
printed in a certain type, and on a specific 
stylo of paper, " to bo bound and got up in 
nil respects equal to a sample to be 
submitted aud approved by tbo plain- 
tills not later than the thirteenth 
July." No such sample has ever boon pro- 
duced or submitted at all, or in fact ever 
existed, either on the thirteenth July or ut 
tbo trial, or up to tho present timo. Tho 
defendant, nevertheless, printed and bound 
a number of volumes, which be tendered as 
being in accordance with tho contract. 
These volumes were rejected by tbo plain- 
tiffs, on the ground that they were not 
bound as the contract stipulated., Tho 
whole claim and counter-claim, action and 
cross-action turn on this point; tho plain- 
tiffs claim damages for the non-f ulfilmunt of 
the contract, tho defendant cUima dam- 
ages for the improper rejection of his work. 
Although, as stated, no sample was ever 
prepared or approved, it Is alleged that at 
an interview between plaintiffs and de- 
fendants, subsequent to tho contract and 
before tho action, it was verbally agreed 
that the volumes contracted for were to be 
delivered bound and got up in a style, which 
should be a "compromise" between two 
volumes then produced, and afterwards 
shown to the jury at the trial (exhibits P 
and (.!). Now, the two volumes are nearly 
us different as any two of the same sizo and 
shape can well be, tho one being in " split 
cowhide," the other in "full Russia." 
(Vhat can bo tho meaning of a compromise 
between cowhide and Russia leather? As- 
suming that this verbal agreement wero 
added to the written agreement (and 
Chambers v. Kelly, 7 W. A pp. C. L. 231 
(1S73) was cited for that, and is, I think, a 
much weaker case), this proposed " com- 
promise" leaves matters really as indefinite 
us they were before. I thought at first 
that the plaintiffs might complain that the 
defendants had broken the contract in other 
respects: but they do not complain of any 
other breach than this, viz., that tho copies 
delivered were not equal to the approved 
sample. It seems to have escaped every- 
body's attention at the trial that there 
never has been a sample in existence at all, 
and that it is quite impossible for any jury or 
any tribunal whatever to decide whether 
tho agreement has or has not been com- 
plied with, for it is abundantly clear that 
tho plaintiffs and defendants never bad any 
model to work up to, bo that, in fact, 
thero never was un agreement at all. 
It is uot only that the ono 
party has not agreed to that which tho 
other has proposed, as there never has been 
put forward any proposition to agree to, 

Ju nil this my brothers Crease and Drake 
~'>i!e agree. It follows that the plaintiffs, 
asking ' , ' unn -B e3 wr ''reach of an agreement, 
must fail, an *" the judge at the trial 

would doubtless have directed, if hisEtten- 
lion had been drawn to the *«ieofc. But the 
defendants, by their counter "bum, ask 
damages, viz., payment, for tbo vo.l'mes 
which they tendered, and which they say 
were finished in accordance with this so- 
called contract. Evidently they are under 
the same impossibility of proceeding. They 
cannot prove that they have bound these 
volumes according to the sample. The ver- 
dict cannot stand, and the only question is, 
what is to become of the action ? It seems 
quito absurd for us to send it down to be 
tried again, wdien tho only ground fur set- 
ting aside the lirst trial is that there is not 
and never has been anything to try. The 
only reasonable course for us is to follow ]t he 
case of Adams v. Coleridge, which I cannot 
find in any reports. That was an action for 
libel, in which tho defendant pleaded 
privilege. The jury found for tho plaintiff 
with, I think, £3,000 damages. On apply- 
ing for u new trial, or to have judgment 
entered for defendant, on tho ground that 
the trial judge should have withdrawn the 
case from the jury, the Divisional Court 
held that it was undoubtedly a privileged 
occasion aud no special malice, and should 
have been withdrawn from tho jury; they 
therefore did not send the action again to 
bo tried, but at once directed it to be en- 
tered up for tho defendant. 
Drake, J.; 

I agree in tbo facts that thero was no con- 
eluded contract sufficient to enable tho 
plaintiff to recover damages for an alleged 
breach, and agree with thu judgment of 
the 0. J., as tho order which we propose to 
make is apparently one which has not been 
made beforo by a Divisional court. I think 
it as well to examine tho authorities to 
ascertain what are the powers of a Divi- 
sional court on applications for a new trial. 
Applications for new ti tals are governed by 
Order .'10 und Rule 293. Under the latter 
rule, upon a motion for judgment or new 
trial tbo court may, if satisfied it has before 
it all materials necessary for finally deter- 
mining tho questions in dispute, givo 
judgment accordingly. The court here is 
the Divisional or Full court, before which 
tho motion is made. Under Order 30 the 
Full court is named as the court beforo 
which applications for uew trials are to bo 
beard, but by Section (it) of the Supreme 
Court act all tho powers given to the Full 
courts in applications for new trials ia vested 
iu the Divisional court, therefore, Rule 298 
applies to the latter court, and in Watkins 
v. Rymill, 10 Q. B. D. 178, and Dunn v. 
Simmons, 40 L. T. 568, affirmed by tho 
Court of App3als in 11 L. T. 461, tbo 
court held on tho facts that judgment ought 
to bo entered for tho defendant without a 
now trial, for there was no evidence upon 
which tho jury could properly have found 
for tho plaintiff. J, therefore, concur in tho 
judgment of Chief Juatico, 

Croase, J., concurred. 

Accordingly, tho verdict and judgment 
below wero set aside, and judgment ordered 
to be entered up for tho defendant Cotton 
and another on the claim, and for Kerr it 
Begg on tho counter claim, costs to follow 
the event in each ease.

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A CHARGE OF SMUGGLING 



Laid liy tlio Collector of Customs 
Against the Master of the 
"Elver Ganges." 



The Halcyon to Fly the British Flag 
— Capt. Collins to Re-soil 
the disco. 



Capt. Bttdd, of the bark River Ganges, 
has bcon having hard luck lately. First, at 
Rio Janeiro, ho lost all his crew and had to 
ship a new ono for Victoria. Then ho en- 
countered the storms of tho high seas and 
what ho calls mutiny among his men. Ho 
ran into a hurricane just before Rotting into 
port, and then caused his crew to 1)0 arrestod 
lifter arriving hero, and now he is being 
sued in the Provincial court by tho men to 
hive his contract with them cancelled— and 
last, but not least, he is in trouble with tho 
Customs authorities, and has to appear in 
tho Folico court to answer to a charge of 
smuggling. According to law when a ves- 
sel enters at tho Customs here, the captain 
must make a report to tho collector of tho 
quantity of unbroken stores on board. 
Capt. Budd did 80, stating among 
other things that ho had 400 pounds of rice. 
Later on information was received at tho 
Customs house that a lot of rice had boon 
sold to Mr. Joseph Phoenix by Capt. Budd, 
and further, that it had been brought 
into the city without tho customary duty 
of 1J cents per pound having been 
paid. Collector Milne then instructed Mr. 
H. D. Hclmckeu to proceed ogainst the 
offenders, The ease will come up in the 
Police court probably to-morrow morning. 
In the meantime, tho rice, about 1,500 lb.-., 
lias boon confiscated by the Crown. liotli 
dpt. Budd and Phoenix admit having 
smuggled the rice but they plead ignorance. 
Mr. Phcanix says ho knew the duty had to 
bj paid but he forgot all about it. The 
probability ia both the defendants will 
plead guilty. 

WITH A LOAD OF CHINESE. 

At an early hour yesterday morning, a 
fast little San Francisco schooner left one 
of the harbors along tho coast not a thou- 
sand miles from Victoria, and sailed for 
parts unknown with a choice cargo of 00 
Chinese and 810,000 worth of opium. Her 
arrival und departure were so quietly ac- 
complished that few except the, interested 
ones know of her movements, but informa- 
tion has now been sent to tho American 
authorities, who will keep a sharp lookout 
for tho emugglor.

Ravy. 



Tho hum of industry in the vicinity of 
Janiou's wharf, tho sound of tho Baw and 
hammer and tho gathering thoro of a force 
of busy workmen intent on getting the 
various buildings in shupo for occupation 
just as quickly ns possible announce to the 
passers by that tho advance forco of tho 
Canada Faint Co. havo arrived and are 
already hard at work.

There are Peter Oleson, Into of Montreal, 
who will act as superintendent of the 
works, overseo the making of varnish, teat

Tho right of Ireland to Homo Rule has 
been admitted by all political parties, and is 
indeed based upon tho fundamental princi- 
ple of the British constitution. But what ia 
right, may not always be expedient. This is 
the only solid ground of opposition to Homo 
Rule. The alleged inexpediencies of Homo 
Hide for Ireland are: 

First— That a Parliament elected from 
the whole of Ireland would dominute Uhter 
in an intolerable manner. 

Second— That an Irish Parliament would 
bo the tool of tho Roman Catholic hierarchy 
and would bo intolerable to tho Protestants 
in Ireland. 

Third — That an Irish Parliament would 
confiscate the property of tho largo laud 
owners. 

Fourth — Than an Irish Parliament would 
mean tho creation of a hostile and danger- 
ous enemy on the very coasts of Great 
Britain. 

Fifth — That any contribution to tho im- 
perial exchequer would soon be regarded as 
an intolerable tribute. 

Sixth— That the relations of Ireland and 
Great Britain have become so complex aud 
innumerable by long continued fusion of 
families and business affairs between the 
two countries, that it will surpass the art 
of man to dissever the nations in any just 
id practicable manner. 
That these arc serious difficulties must bo 
conceded by every calm observer. That 
they are not inauperablo is not ao manifest. 
Indeed, it seems possible to frame a measure 
of Homo Rule that will surmount them all. 
For example, let the measure make of Ire- 
land a dominion, divided into four provinces, 
viz., Ulster, Si mister, Connaught and Lein- 
ster. Let each province have its own House 
of Representatives, elected by manhood 
suffrage and equal electoral districts, and 
let each House of Representatives elect a 
number (proportioned to the population of 
the province) of life senators to meet in 
Dublin and thero constitute an Irish senate. 
Let each province have a governor appointed 
by the Crown, and let the governor ot Lcin- 
Bter also be the president of the Irish sen- 
ate. Let all the acts of a provincial parlia- 
ment have the full power of the government 
of an American state, and let the Irish 
senate have the full powers of the United 
States Government with the following 
limitations: 

a. No armed forces, fortresses, arsenals 
or ships of war to be created or maintained 
other than such as may be created by the 
senatorial parliament of Great Britain aud 
Ireland. 

b. No relations with foreign powers to bo 
established except as arranged by the Im- 
perial Parliament. 

c No taxes to he imposed upon com- 
merce between Irelaud uud any other 
British country. 

</. No legislation by cither senate or pro- 
vincial parliament to take place in violation 
of personal liberty or personal religious 
belief and the security of private property. 

c. The constitutionality or otherwise of 
any legislation, whether by the Irish senate 
or any provincial parliament to ba subject 
to the adjudication of the judicial committee 
of the privy council. 

/. The sovereignty of the crown to be 
maintained, and any decision of tho crown- 
in-council to be enforced by warrant ad- 
dressed to the governor of the province.. 

;/ Let Ireland be represented in the Im- 
perial parliament by say eighty members, 
twenty being elected by the people of each 
province. 

This measure of Homo Rule would dis- 
pose of the before-mentioned objections.
